Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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6. Claims 14, 16-24 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (a) as being anticipated by 
lacovangelo, U.S. Patent No. 6,420,032. 

Regarding claim 14, lacovangelo discloses a transistor comprising an undoped 
transparent oxide semiconductor (transparent metal oxide layer, See Abstract and 
specification). 

Regarding claims 16-21, lacovangelo discloses the transparent metal oxide 
semiconductor transistor as described in claim 14 is applied in either flat panel display, 
active matrix imager, sensor, or RF price label/identification tag/inventory tag 
(specification). 

Regarding claim 22, lacovangelo discloses the transistor of claim 14 is deposited 
on a either rigid or flexible substrate (specification, fig. 2). 

Regarding claims 23-24, lacovangelo discloses the transistor of claim 14 further 
comprising source, drain, gate electrode, gate dielectric fabricated from a material 
selected from the group consisting of zinc oxide, tin oxide (specification). 

7. References cited in PT0982 and references cited by applicants in IDS also teach 
the limitations cited in claims 14, 16-24; Maniv et al. (J. Vac. Sci Technol. , A (1983), 
1(3), 1370-5, Giancaterina et al (Surface and coatings Technology (2001) 138(1), 84- 
94, Seageretal. (Appl. Phys. Lett. 68, 2660-2662, 1996), Materials Research bulletin, 
Vol. 25(8) 2000, Nunes et al. (Mat. Res. Soc. Symp. Proc. Vol. 666, 2001), Ohtomo et 
al. (Rev. IEICE Trans. Electron, Vol. E83-C, No. 10, 2000), and Yamamori disclose the 
transistors comprising an undoped transparent oxide (such as ZnO) semiconductor.
